within a thousand yards of her home, 
about 
ll o clock this morning, and 
lies in the Sisters’ Hospital tonight 
in a condition which the physicians 
describe as critical, but hopeful. That 
the negro’s intention was to commit 
an outrage upon the child was clear 
Iv shown by the desperate struggle, 
the cruel punishment inflicted upon 
the girl and her torn clothing. That 
lie 
failed 
is 
probably 
due 
to 
the 
child’s terrific struggle and the fright 
occasioned 
by 
the 
approach 
of 
a 
•young negro boy. added to the public 
character of the country thereabouts, 
and the likelihood that he might lie 
discovered at any moment. 
There are six or seven negroes in 
the city jail tonight who were picked 
up during the day. They were a r­ 
rested because they were found in 
the vicinity of the crime or because 
they were unknowft and bore a gen­ 
eral suspicious appearance. One ne­ 
gro carries the evidence which 
is 
decidedly suspicious. His shirt is torn 
to shreds and he is covered with 
mud and drit, and he seems fright­ 
ened beyond the capacity for speech. 
The negroes were arrested at dif­ 
ferent times during the day. They 
were taken to the jail in buggies, 
and 
although 
they 
were 
carried 
through the streets in the business 


section, there was no effort to molest 
them on the part of the mob of peo­ 
ple who thronged the streets. 
The 
little 
victim 
of 
the 
negro 
is 
reported 
tonight 
to 
be 
resting 
quietly, 
still 
unconscious, 
but 
ap­ 
parently recovering from the terrible 
shock. The physicians hold out hope
